Changes in System 
Outlined to Teachers 


Hon, Perren Baker, Minister 
of Education, delivered the fea- 
ture address at the Southern 
Alberta Teachers’ Association 
convention, which concluded at 
Lethbridge, Friday afternoon. 
Atter examining the weakness 
of the present torm of ednea- 
tional administration in the 
Province, the speaker outlined 
the echeme of reform which it 
is hoped shortly to embody in a 
bill to be placed before the 
Legislature. This will involve 
a complete reorganization of 
the Province into 20 larger 
units or divisions, each divided 
into five wards. A superinten- 
dent and two helping teachers 
will be the organizing officials 
in each division and the whole 
scheme promises to lead a great 
improvement in educational 
connections. Dr, M. E. Lazer- 
ton of Alberta University also 
addressed the convention, which 
has been the largest on record. 


Seed Fair at Edmonton 


The Alberta Provincial Seed Fair 
will be held in Edmonton during the 
week of January 5th, 1929, it is an- 
nounced by Field Crops Commissioner 
W. J. Stephen. It is expected that 
the attendance will include a large 
number of farmers interested in the 
production of high quality seed grain, 
as well as many delegates to the U. F. 
A. annual convention which is to be 
held in Edmonton during the same 
week. Arrangements are being made,

Gasoline Consumption In- 
creasing Rapidly 


Sales of gasoline in Alberta for the 
first ten months of 1928 have exceeded 
by some 6,000,000 gallons the sales in 
any previous year, according to figures 
issued by the Department of the Pro- 
vincial Secretary, This increased con- 
sumption 1s attributed to the ever- 
growing use of tractors, grain trucks 
and combined harvesters in the pro- 
vince #8 well as the increased number 
of automobiles licensed during the 
present year.

No Corn Show This Year 


Prize List Issued 


Owing to the usual weather condi- 
tions during the latter part of August 
and early September, and the const- 
quent reduction in the quality of 
much of the corn grown, the directors 
of the Provincial Corn Growers’ As- 
sociation after making a careful sur- 
vey of the situation have decided 
against the holding of a corn show 
this fall. It may be noted that 
similar action has been taken by those 
in charge of the Saskatchewan corn 
show for this season. 


Telephone Business Expands 


Continued expansion of its serviee 
throughout the province during the 
month of October is reported by the 
Department of Telephones, An in- 
crease of 425 stations in operation is 
shown for the month, bringing the 
total increase for the first ten months 
cf 1928 up to 2,700. In the Peace 
River and Grande Prairie districts 
new offices have been opened at Mc- 
Lennan, Nampa, Wanham and Prest- 
ville and a new long distance line con- 
nects Grand Prairie and Wembley. 
It is expected that an exchange will 
be opened shortly at Fairview and 
that existing equipment will be moved 
to new townsites at Hythe, Beaver- 
lodge and Bluesky. 

A new office has been opened at 
Turner Valley and at the new town- 
site of Mallaig on the Bonnyville ex- 
tension of the C. N. R. Continuous 
service was initiated at Halkirk on 
October Ist. Toll traffic throughout 
the province for October amounted to 
$132,834.95, showing an increase of 
$11,711.36 as compared with the cor- 
Pesponding month last year. 


Extensive Grazing Leases 


During the’ year 1927 there was in 
existence on Domioion lands in tke 
province of Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
Alberta and in the Peace River Tract 
and the Railway Belt in the province 
of British Columbia, some 9,777 graz- 
ing leases covering an area of approxi- 
mately 6,607,183 acres. Returns re- 
ceived in the Department of the 
Interior for the year 1927 in connec- 
tion with these leases indicate that 
263,742 head of cattle, 127,782 horses, 
and 123,068 sheep, or all told, 514,592 
head of live stock were pastured on 
lands covered by these government 
leases,

Temb Of Columbus Found 


Mementoes Indicate His Burial Near 
Badajoz, Spain 

A commission sent by the Acad- 
emy of History to investigate what is 
claimed by some to be the tomb of 
Christopher Columbus, at Oliva de 
Jerez, forty-five miles south of Bada- 
joz, Spain, reported that there were 
traces in the Church of Santa Maria 
Grecia, indicating mementoes of Col- 
umbus. The commission also stated 
that a number of stones had been 
found with the inscription: “Here lies 
Christopherus Sanchez Enriquez, 
Grand Admiral of the Qceans and 
the Lands by Him Discovered, born 
1441.” Enriquez is contended by some 
authorities to have been the real 
name of Columbus.

PARLIAMENT OF 
BRITAIN OPENED 
WITH CEREMONY 


London, Eng. — Parliament was 
formally opened by the king with 
all the colorful ceremony surrounding 
the occasion, The session is the last 
before the next general election. In 
the speech from the throne, His Ma- 
Jesty expressed gratification at the 
signing of the anti-war pact, outlined 
a scheme for relieving agriculture, in- 
dustry and railways of local taxes, a 
scheme for enabling railways to re- 
duce charges on basic traffic and a 
plan to alleviate mining area unem- 
ployment by training 20,000 miners 
a year for agricultural pursuits in 
the Dominion. 

The subsequent debate on the ad- 
dress in reply to the speech was fea- 
tured by the attack of Rt. Hon. Ram-, 
say MacDonald, Labor leader, on the 
Anglo-French proposals for further 
naval limitation. He termed it an 
“agreement not to limit armaments” 
and pressed Premier Baldwin for a 
full government statement on the 
present status of the agreement, The 
premier, however, pointed out the La- 
bor party was to move an amend- 
ment censuring the government on 
account of the pact and therefore any 
government statement should be re- 
served for the debate on this amend- 
ment. 

In the course of his speech, Mr. 
MacDonald mentioned the movement 
of miners to the Canadian harvest 
fields last August, saying he hoped 
future migration schemes would indi- 
cate more forethought than this one, 
whose workings he had personally 
seen in Canada. F

IS ELECTED NEW 
U. S. PRESIDENT 


New York. 


Republicans have 
swept the country from coast to 
coast, They have enveloped the 
states bordering on the old solid 
South, They have driven a wedge 
into the South itself. 

Herbert Hoover has been elected to 
the presidency in one of the most 
sweeping landslides ever recorded.

| keting of wheat, the 


DECIDE TO ENTER 
MILLING BUSINESS 


Saskatoon, Sask.-"I think the 
present grading system is plain, un- 
| varnished robbery,” was the answer 
of George H. Williams, vice-president 
of the United Farmers of Canada, 
Saskatchewan section, when asked for 
his opinion regarding the 
problem, 


grading 


In the course of the interview Mr 
Williams foresaw the day when the 
farmers, co-operatively, could mill 
their own wheat and thus gain com- 
plete control of their produce 

“The grades now current in the 
country to the farmer are to my 
mind a fitting climax to that short- 
sighted campaign which was carried 
on by certain newspapers during the 
summer months. enlarging upon our 
crop prospects and sending out crop 
reports seemingly limited only by 
imagination, which undoubtedly went 
a long way toward producing a bear- 
ish market,” Mr. Williams said. 

“The present low grades are just 
putting a finishing touch to it.’ he 
continued, “they are taking out, of 
Western Canada millions of dollars 
which rightfully should remain with 
the people of Western Canada.” 

“Do you think the elimination of 
mixing at the private terminals will 
solve the problem?” Mr, Williams 
was asked, 

“That brings us to the question of 
the commission which has just been 
appointed,” was the answer. “It is 
a pleasure to notice that both our fed- 
eral and provincial governments are 
deeply concerned as to the grade of 
wheat that the British millér is get- 
ting under the present mixing sys- 
tem; and to note also that the Saga 


katchewan government has appointed 


& commission to investigate the mar- 
personnel of 
which ought to satisfy the farmers of 
Saskatchewan. 

“You have asked me, do I think 
the elimination of mixing will cure 
all the grading problems. Very 
frankly, I do not, and I hardly think 
anyone expects it to It will, how- 
ever, remove one of the outstanding 
evils of the grading system. But to 
find a cure we must go considerably 
| further, 

“Taking the name of the newly ap 
pointed commission as an indication 
| of its scope, I would imagine that its 
| investigation would go considerably 
| further than the mixing of wheat in 
the terminals. Personally, I am 


; the opinion that the average farmet 
| is worried far more at present over 
| the grade he is getting for his wheat 


than he is over the British miller’s 


| grade. 


“The elimination of mixing would 
undoubtedly give the miller a fairer 
standard to purchase by and to a 
certain extent it would relieve under- 
grading in that the present mixing 
system tends to tempt elevator com- 
panies to purchase wheat at a low 
grade in order to make large mixing 
profits, It certainly will 
ever, do away with 
completely 

“No system of grading based on 
the appearance of wheat can result 
in anything but injustice under cer- 
tain crop conditions, I find myself this
